Some one took some of them to Philadet- 
phia fifteen years ago, and arevival broke 
out and three hundred were converted. A 
gentleman in Chicago was talking with an 
inquirer one night. He pointed him to 
Christ, handed him a tract and said : 

Seven years after a young 
man met this man and said : 'Do yon re- 
meraber me ?' 'No.' 'Wel', I gave my 
heart to Christ after reading and praying 
over that tract you gave me.' Some time 
ago a man was sitting in a park about to 
commit suicide, and a young man gave 
him one of these tracts and he read in 
Isaiah 'Come now, and let us reason to- 
gether, saith the Lord : though your sins 
be as scarlet, they shall be as white as 
snow ; though they be red Hke crimson, 
they shall be as wool.' He gave up his 
intention to commit suicide and became 
a Chrístian man."
